TREE PLANTING IN CANADA 

This is the season of the year when 
tree planting is being actively carried 
on throughout Canada. In Ontario 
and Quebec, farmers are improving 
their woodlots by planting seedling 
trees sent out from the provincial 
forest nursery stations at St. Williams 
and Berthjevillo, respectively; anc| in 
both provinces there is considerable 
activity in regard to municipal forests, 
particularly in Ontario, where the 
first planting work is being done on 
some of the newly established country 
forests. In the Prairie Provinces 
about five million seedlings and cut¬ 
tings, all told, will be sent out from 
the Indian Head and Saskatoon forest 
nursery stations of the Dominion 
Forestry Brancli. These are all for 
planting shelter-belts on farms. Be¬ 
sides this, these same nursery sta¬ 
tions are sending out a considerable 
quantity of planting material and tree 
seeds for planting and sowing on dif¬ 
ferent Dominion forest reserves. This 
is only a beginning in reforestation, 
hut it indicates that the tide is at last 
turning in that direction. 


WHAT HARM WOMEN THINK 

Those city women who are concern¬ 
ed over the sad plight of their farm 
sisters because they cannot go shop¬ 
ping or attend a club meeting or a 
matinee every day in the week, may 
have their minds relieved from further 
worry about how to make farm life 
for women more endurable, by reading 
the result of the questionnaire sent 
to 21,000 farm women by a leading 
farm journal. 

For 94 per cent, of the women sent 
in replies which showed they regard 
the farm as the best and happiest 
place for a woman. The question 
was “If I had a daughter of marriage¬ 
able age, would I wish her to marry 
a fanner ? If so, why ? 

The great majority of the answers 
express the hope that the daughters of 
the writers will become matrons of a 
farm, giving as the reasons the inde¬ 
pendence of the life and the health of 
mind and body, as well as the moral 
tonic which comes from life close to 
nature. 

Many of the letters call attention to 
the greater consideration now given 
to farm life by Provincial and Dom¬ 
inion councils, and speak of the auto¬ 
mobile, the telephone and the many 
other inventions which have lightened 
the burdens of the farmer’s wife and 
made it less isolated and lonely. 

It is worth noting that the letters 
which speak in the most glowing 
terms come from areas where there is 
diversified farming, and wives of one- 
crop farmers being far less satisfied 
with farm life.

THRESHED LAST YEAR’S CROP 

Hundreds of farmers in Saskatche¬ 
wan have come into good fortune for 
thousands of dollars will be salvaged 
from apparently ruined crops of last 
year. The damaged wheat, not con¬ 
sidered worth threshing last fall, be¬ 
cause of low prices, is now being 
threshed and the results surprisingly 
good, the grain grading Nos. 3 and 4 
northern. Half a dozen rigs are now 
at work in the Indian Head, Govan, 
Sintaluta and Wolseley districts and 
other points. This threshing is not 
only paying th© cost of the work but 
also fairly good profits, in many in¬ 
stances reimbursing farmers for losses 
sustained last paar. Spring threshing 
has been carried on to a considerable 
extent in'other years but the volume 
this year will probably exceed any 
year in the history of the province. 

FOREST FIRES AND THE CITIZEN 

Forest fires have ma'de such inroads 
upon Canada’s forests, that no citizen 
having the country’s interests at 
heart can refrain from adopting every 
sensible precaution in his personal 
conduct Unextingushed camp fires, 
lighted matches, and tobacco have rob¬ 
bed the nation of millions of dollars 
in public-owned property. To leave a 
camp-fire burning while in or near 
standing timber is a plain invitation 
to a disaster. The lighted match and 
the cigarette are in the same cate¬ 
gory•

Their passive 
resistance has, on the contrary, forced 
the communist despotism to take the 
pathway to compromise.

EGG LAYING RECORDS 

Details of Performance Established in 
Tear 1*19 


The Old People’s Heme nt Van¬ 
couver, B.C., goes in heavily for potd> 
try keeping, aa is proven by the fact 
that Report No. 2 of the Reoord of 
Performance in egg-laying, conducted 
by the Poultry Division of the Domi¬ 
nion Live Stock Branch, shows a list 
of 124 Leghorns at that institution to 
which certificates were accorded for 
laying 160 eggs and upwards in 62 
consecutive weeks, and 16 to which ad¬ 
vanced certificates were granted for 
laying upward* of 226 eggs in the 
same period, the highest being 297 and 
the second 274, both constituting 
records in the Province for Leghorns. 
A private breeder at Victoria, B.C., 
can claim the record of production fot 
White Wyandottes, two producing 274 
eggs each and one 284 in the specified 
time. Taking the records by pro¬ 
vinces British Columbia comes first 
with 96 advanced Leghorns averaging 
238.32 eggs per bird, 42 Wyandottes 
averaging 242.17 per bird and 26 Ply¬ 
mouth Rocks averaging 241.17 per 
bird; Ontario second with 44 advanced 
Leghorns averaging 246 eggs per bird, 
27 Plymouth Rocks averaging 234.16 
and 18 Wyandottes averaging 233.18 
per bird, and Quebec third with 10 ad- 
| vanced Plymouth Rocks averaging 
236.2 eggs per bird, and 6 Rhode 
Island Reds averaging 236.3 per bird. 
The Poultry Division started keeping 
the records in 1919, when 67 breeders 
entered 4,436 birds, which numbers in¬ 
creased in 1920 to 81 breeders and 
7,611 birds. The report shows that 
there was considerable improvement 
in the second year compared with the 
first, not only in the number of en¬ 
tries but in the qualifications for cer¬ 
tificates.

Every Municipal District, Town, Vil¬ 
lage and City Should be 
Represented 


A meeting of the council of Western 
Canadian Municipal Unions will be 
held in Victoria, B.C. on June 7, 8 and 
9 when questions of common interest 
will be discussed. Besides the dele¬ 
gates from the municipal unions and

Efficiency in municipal government 
through uniform and comparative cost 
accounting, will be one of the princi¬ 
pal questions to be discussed.

THE N EW O FFICIAL 

Miss Jessie McMillan New Director of 
Extension Work 


Announcement has been made by 
the Hon. Geo. Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture, of the appointment of 
Miss Jessie McMillan, late of Aber¬ 
deen, Scotland, and more recently sec¬ 
retary of the ocean travelling staff of 
the Dominion council of the Y.W.C.A., 
to be the new director of extension 
work for women’s societies, under the 
provisions of the new women’s insti¬ 
tute act. Miss McMillan will enter 
upon her duties at once. She has 
been residing in Edmonton for the 
past few months. 

Miss McMillan is a native of Edin¬ 
burgh, and was educated in the schools 
there. She is a graduate also of the 
Heriot Watt college and the Edin¬ 
burgh school of domestic economy. 
Since graduating her experiences have 
carried her into many and varied 
fields of endeavor. Certificates she 
holds include the following: First-class 
certificates in hygiene, in physiology, 
in ambulance, in home nursing, in 
sick-room cookery, in fever disinfec¬ 
tants, in diets. She holds tUso a cer¬ 
tificate of the Control Midwives 
board, a certificate from the Edin¬ 
burgh royal maternity and Simpson 
memorial hospital, a certificate of the 
Royal Sanitary institute as inspector, 
a first-class diploma as a popular 
health lecturer, and a similar diploma 
as a lecturer on sick nursing. For 
several months Miss McMillan was 
hospital nurse at the Stirling Infir¬ 
mary, Scotland, where she specialized 
in work among women and children. 
In August 1906, she was appointed 
senior health visitor in Aberdeen, 
Scotland, and under the medical of¬ 
ficer of health organized the work of 
visiting newly bom infants and 
mothers, and undertook inquiries in 
special cases. Later, she assisted Dr. 
Matthew Hay in organizing the school 
of mothers. All this work gave her 
ample experience in visitation, public 
health work and office organization. 
For some time she was a lecturer for 
the Social and Sanitary society in 
Edinburgh. 

Miss McMillan is also the author of 
a manual on “infant health” written 
.for the assistance of district visitors, 
nurses and mothers, with a foreword 
by Sir Willian Osier. Miss McMillan 
will at once proceed with the re-organ¬ 
ization of the work of the women’s in¬ 
stitute branch with a view to caring 
for the enlargement of the extension 
work which has been occasioned by 
the inclusion of all women’s societies 
in the opportunity to secure these 
courses. A very large number of ap¬ 
plications have come in for these 
courses and officials of the depart¬ 
ment are now engaged in preparing 
the itinerary of courses and lectures 
for the season. As has been announ¬ 
ced Miss Bessie McDermid has retired 
from the position of assistant super¬ 
intendent, the retirement of Miss Mc- 
Isaacs, superintendent, having taken 
place last fall. 


PLANTING TREES 


Tree Planting Changing Appearance 
of the Prairies 


What has happened in the United 
States middle west is also happening 
on the Canadian prairies, namely, the 
tree-line, which fifty years ago was 
located a comparatively short distance 
west of the Mississippi and Red 
rivers, has advanced several hundred 
miles into what was formerly the bald 
prairie. The line has not moved for¬ 
ward bodily but ‘‘islands’’ and groves 
of trees are today to be found like 
outposts in districts, where there were 
formerly no trees. This is believed to 
be due to the fact that the progress of 
settlement has stopped, more or less 
completely, prairie fires and given the 
trees -a chance. Progress westward 
has been slow because the prevailling 
winds are from the west, and tree 
seeds are carried largely by wind. In 
the last fifteen years, however, the 
rate of advance has been more rapid 
largely because of the more deter¬ 
mined fight against prairie fires. 
Trees are now spreading southward 
from the well established forest along 
the Saskatchewan. In addition to this 
natural process of foreat growth indi¬ 
viduals and communities have planted 
groves all over the West. The Domi¬ 
nion forest nursery station at Indian 
Head has sent out over sixty million 
trees to forty thousand farmers in, the 
last twenty years, and this with civic 
and school planting is helping to 
change the appearance of the prairies

Trade-at-Home Campaign 

Asking Favors of Mail Order House 


It has been said that threfe-fourths or nine-tenths, 
or some such big proportion—the exact figures do 
not matter—of the business of the world is done on 
credit. If this 'was not true there wouldn't be much 
business done, for no currency system could be de¬ 
vised that would furnish enough money to meet the 
needs of commerce if every article sold had to be 
paid for in actual cash.. The amount of money in 
circulation in the United States is only $47 per capita 
and this would not go very far if everyone had to 
keep enough cash on hand to pay for ail that he 
migh buy. 

The greatest of financiers need credit. They keep 
their resources employed and at times are in need 
of read(y cash. The same thing is true at timea of 
men of smaller means. The credit system, as it is 
used sometimes, especially in the smaller commun- 
itiea, is abused and works a serious hardship upon 
the business men of the town. Some merchants, to 
avoid the loss that results from such abuse of the 
system or possibly to enable them to sell goods at 
a lower price than their competitors, operate strictly 
on a cash basis, but the great majority of merchants 
in every community give those customers who are 
responsible and honest the privilege of a charge 
account and the chances are that some sort of a 
credit syatem, properly safeguarded, will always 
continue to be a feature of legitimate trade. 

ASK CATALOGUE HOUSE FOR CREDIT 

You who have a reputation in your community 
for being at least fairly responsible and upright 
know that when you desire it or need it you can ob¬ 
tain credit from at least some of the merchants in 
your town. But some time when you are in need of 
some article of merchandise and are a little short 
of ready money, order what you want from a mail 
order house in Chicago or some other city and ask 
them to pdease charge it till the first of the month. 
The experience will be interesting, at least, and the 
answer that you receive, may cause you to give a 
little thought to the difference between trading with 
the mail order house in some far-off city and buying 
from the merchants in your own home town. 

Some mail order concerns are now operating a 
so-called credit system, but it is not a credit system 
such as is maintained by most retail merchants. 
These mail order houses will sell certain merchan¬ 
dise on the installment plan, but they not only de¬ 


mand an initial cash payment, bat require the pur¬ 
chaser to sign a contract which operates as a mort¬ 
gage not only on the merchandise purchased, ‘ but 
upon any other property that the customer may pos¬ 
sess. There is nothing in this system that bears any 
similarity to the open credit system that is used by 
the majority of retail merchants. 

There are some other requests you might make of 
the mail order man when the occasion arises and the 
responses might be equally interesting. For instance, 
you, Mrs. Farmer, who bought that box of groceries 
from the catalogue house last month, might write 
the manager and ask him to buy your butter and 
eggs. Of course, it would be considerable more 
trouble to Pack them for shipment to the city than 
it is to take them in to your local grocer, who is al¬ 
ways ready to pay you the market price for them, 
but then may be the mail order man would pay you 
enough more than the market price to pay you for 
the extra trouble. And then, again, maybe he would- 
not. 

And, then, there is that mowing machine that you, 
Mr. Farmer, have been figuring on trading in for a 
new machine. Suppose you ‘write to the mail order 
man from whom you bought that wire fencing and 
ask him what he will allow you for your old machine 
on a trade for a new one. Of course, the local hard¬ 
ware dealer in the town where you find a market for 
your farm products will allow you a fair price for 
your old machine, but what’a the use of asking him 
to do it. The mail order man surely will be glad to 
do that much for you, will he not? Yes, he will not. 

• LIST IS ENDLESS 

There are a good many things the. mail order man 
will not do for you. The list would be too long to 
crowd into one issue of a newspaper. He will not 
give you credit, however much you may need it. He 
will not buy the farmer’s produce. He will not pay 
a dollar of taxes to help support your schools or 
build your roads. He will not contribute a cent to 
the support of your chufches or your charitable in¬ 
stitutions. He Will not lend you a helping hand in 
Ijme of trouble. 

The local merchants in a community will do every¬ 
thing for the people in that community that the mail 
order man will not do for them. ThiB fact should 
make it easy for the people of the community to 
decide which it is to their interest to do business 
with.

Sir Benjamin Robertson Describes the 
Situation

Some American statements about 
tjie peak of the acute famine period 
being passed seem liable to be misun¬ 
derstood in Canada. The American 
relief organization, supported hy the 
financial resources of the nation to 
the extent of $20,000,000, is undoub¬ 
tedly helping to save the situation. 
But it shoyld be clearly understood 
that -som^*of the worst provinces are 
still being cared for by British funds, 
including Canada’s growing contribu¬ 
tion through the Canadian Committee 
of the Save the Children Fund. 

American corn is being shipped into 
all the famine-stricken provinces. 
Temporarily, to allow the American 
shipments all possible facilities for 
inland transportation, the British re¬ 
lief organizations—the Save the Chil¬ 
dren Fund and the Society of Friends 
—have waived their claim on Russian 
i ail way service. It is especially ur¬ 
gent that seed should be distributed 
vithin the next few weeks to stem off 
another famine next autumn. But, 

' vhen the immediate rush of American 
supplies is over, the British relief 
workers will still have to continue 
operating food kitchens, especially to 
feed the children, until the end of 
August. 

Sir Benjamin Robertson, the British 
authority on Indian famine relief, 
after visiting Russia in January and 
February of this year, with the ap¬ 
proval of the British government, an¬ 
ticipated the present claims about the 
peak of the famine period being over¬ 
come, due to the arrival of American 
corn and seed. He expressed the hope 
that the optimism of the American re¬ 
lief association would prove to be cor¬ 
rect. But, in any case, Sir Benjamin 
added, it did not relieve the British or¬ 
ganizations from the task they have 
undertaken, to feed the famished peo- 
ole in certain provinces, until next 
harvest. 

A balanced ration is necessary for 
the children. When they are brought 
in to the rescue stations, they seem to 
be in such a condition physically that 
the greatest care has to be taken in 
feeding them. They need something 
food from Canada, in accordance with 
the system established by the Save 
more than corn. The consignments of 
the Children Fund, allow the children 
to be given one nourishing meal a day, 
consisting possibly of cocoa, bread, 
md bean soup, varied with milk and 
rice. Under the efficient British ad¬ 
ministration, the cost of feeding a 
child is only 25 cents a week, including 
all overhead charges. Four dollars is 
sufficient to feed one child till the 
middle of August: and Sir George
